The senate passed the bill appro- 
printing $100,000 to pay the expen­ 
se- of the session. 
Senator Masters introduced a bill 
providing that persons bringing liq­ 
uor into the state in an automobile 
or other vehicles will have their ve­ 
hicle confiscated by the state. A bill

Bloody Fighting Results. Showing 
Loyalty of People to King

The report that King Nicholas is 
opposed to inclusion of Montenegro 
in the proposed Jugo-Slav state is 
untrue,

protestations to the contrary.

Paris, Jan. 17—The questions of 
representation for the people them­ 
selves, through the newspaper cor- 
respendents, today took" precedence 
over every other problem before the 
peace conferences. 
Interest in this matter was evi­ 
denced by the fact that the league of 
nations, the Russian situation and 
other vital subjects had been sub­ 
ordinated to arriving at an amicable 
-elution of the manner in which the 
proceedings at the peace table are to 
be made public. 
President Wilson is understood to 
be leading the fight for one of his 
principal points—“open covenants of 
peace, openly arrived at.” He brought 
up the question of publicity during 
both yesterday’s and 
Wednesday’s 
conference-. 
There was every indication today 
that a satisfactory agreement would 
soon be reached between the corres­ 
pondent- and tile peace delegates. A 
program containing the newspaper 
men's demands regarding publicity 
will be submitted by a 
committee 
compo-ed 
of three 
representatives 
each of the American, British, French 
aud Italian eorre-pondents and two 
representatives of the other sections 
of (he allied pre-s. 
The war between democracy and 
terrorism will be largely decided at 
the international labor and socialist 
congress in Berne this month, de­ 
clared 
Arthur 
Henderson, 
British 
leader, in an interview* with the Unit­ 
ed Press today. 
Henderson explained this was the 
reason the government had tacitly 
supported the proposal of British 
labor demand that Russian delegate- 
be admitted to the congress. 
“The last hope in democraties is 
ar stake,” he said. 
“The issue is 
democracy versus terrorism. 
Be­ 
tween the two the western world can­ 
not long delay its choice. 
“We speak for organized society 
in its mo-t real sense. 
We are pre­ 
pared to stand between civilization 
and chaos. 
Now7 that the govern­ 
ments are beginning to realize that 
fact, there is little likelihood of them 
ever reverting to the idea that we 
(labor men) are to Lie feared.” 
Henderson said the allied labori­ 
tes and socialists have drawn up the 
program for their principles, the re­ 
forms they desire, etc., which they 
are ready now to present to the rep­ 
resentatives of the central power- 
and neutral nations. 
The Berne con­ 
gress will differ from the peace con­ 
ference in this respect, since the al­ 
lies will be occupied at Paris for 
months m reaching an agreement be­ 
fore presenting their program to the 
central powers. 
French and British labor repre­ 
sentatives were engaged in final con­ 
ferences with the associated peace 
delegates today, arranging methods 
for communicating the recommenda­ 
tions at the Berne congress to the 
peace conference. 
Henderson said it was possible the 
arrival 
of 
the 
German 
delegates 
would be delayed, because of the in­ 
tl mal 
situation 
in their country. 
Although the congress does not con­ 
vene until tho 27th, he left for Berne 
today to co-operate in final arrange­ 
ment- for the meeting.

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TAX I NG LEGISLATION. 
The tax reform bill which is to be 
considered by the Indiana legislature 
is one of the mo>t im portant and f a r ­ 
reaching m easures 
with which 
the 
present session will deal, 
It is difli- 
< ult to enaet tax 
laws 
that will be 
uniformly fair and equitable for all 
classes of property throughout the 
state. 
And, probably no legislation 
that is 
proposed 
is watched more 
closely and critieised iii Oro thorough­ 
ly th an th at which 
is 
designed to 
raise revenue. 
The reason for this. 
o f course, is th a t practical!v everv 
citizen is affected directly. 
There has been considerable criti­ 
cism of the 
proposed new tax law, 
yet the m ajority 
of the objections 
?iaV(. been made by critics who w en 
not familiar with the provisions of 
the bill or who attacked it for what 
ever political 
effect 
it might have 
T ax legLlotion is above the sphere 
of p o litics. 
It strike^ direct a t the 
heart of the w elfare of tin* common­ 
wealth and all citizens are equally in 
terested in any changes that may be 
considered. 
Governor Goodrich am

have recognized this fact and have 
discussed

with the leading authorities of the 
state, regardless of political atlilia 
lions. 
Thor*, is no question but th a t the 
stat,, has outgrown its present tax 
laws.

made to date from this. 
T h is slgni 
Aes that redemption is the first step 
in real lift*. 
“Old things have passed 
away, all things have becom e new. 
Before this the man was dead in tres­ 
pass and s i n ; now he has arisen to 
walk in new ness of life. 
AU before 
redemption counts for naught. 
The 
world thinks that real life ends when 
one accepts Christ, but this is a gra\o 
mistake. 
It is tile beginning of real 


life. 
2. The lamb set apart (v. 3 ). 
This 
previous setting apart 
of the 
lamb 
typifies the foreordination of Christ to 
be our Saviour. 
Redemption w as not 
an afterthought of God (I Peter I F - 
20). 
This lamb must he a m ale w ith­ 
out blemish, indicating that it m ust be 
both representative and perfect. 
3 The lamb w as killed by the whole 
congregation (v. 6). 
This sh ow s that 
It was not for the individual only, hut 
for the entire assembly. 
T he setting 
apart of the lamb was not sufficient, it 
must he killed, for “without the shed­ 
ding of blood there is no rem ission of 
sins.” 
T he 
lamb might 
have been 
tied to the door of the Israelites that 
night, but there would have been no 
salvation, notwithstanding its perfec­ 
tion. 
Had Christ's spotless life con­ 
tinued till the present time and his 
m atchless teaching gone on without 
interruption, not a single soul would 
have been saved, for “Except a corn 
of wheat fall Into the ground and die 
It abldeth alone.” 
(John 12:24). 
4. The blood of the slain lamb was 
to he placed upon the sideposts and 
lintels of the door (v. 7). 
It w as not 
sprinkled upon 
the threshold, as it 
must not he trampled under foot (H e­ 
brews I0:2i>). 
When the destroyer 
passed through 
the land ii* passed 
over the houses where the door posts 
were sp r in k le d with blood. 
T his blood 
•was the evidence that a substitute had 


been offered for them. T hey could fest 
absolutely secure, because the m atter 
had been settled according to divine 
arrangem ent.

the 
ground*of pence. 
Tho assurance is not 
when you feel your sins are pardoned. 
but “when I see the blood I will pass 
over you.” 
5. Israel feeding upon the lamb (VV.

T his denotes fellowship. Judg­ 
ment m ust precede feasting. 
T he eat­ 
ing of unleavened bread signifies that 
no sin i» connected or allowed In fel­ 
lowship with Christ. 
All who have en­ 
tered into the power of the cross will 
put aw ay sin. 
6. T h ey ate the passover ready for 
action (v. 11). 
T he loins being girt 
about, betokens separation from sin 
and preparation 
and 
readiness 
for 
service. 
T he feet being shod indicates 
their w illingness to leave the land. 
The staff in the hand Indicates their 
nature as pilgrims leaning upon a sup­ 
port outside of them selves. 
They were 
to leave behind them the place of 
death and darkness and march toward 
the promised land. 
7. T h e uncircumcised denied partici­ 
pation in the feast ( w v 43-40). 
Cir­ 
cumcision w as typical of regeneration. 
The significance of the requirement is 
that only those who have become new 
creatures by the p ow er of the cross 
have a right to sit at the Passover 


feast. 
II. T h e Significance of th e Passover 
(12:24-28). 
It 
w as a 
memorial 
Institution, 
calling to mind the deliverance of the 
Israelites 
from 
Egyptian 
bondage— 
God’s interposition 
on 
their behalf, 
freeing them from their 
oppression.

An English observer calls attention 
to the fact that our world war has 
destroyed 
the fear of being afraid. 
Heretofore, even to most distant an­ 
tiquity, the one quality Insisted on in 
the soldier was that be 
should 
be 
fearless and the more callously so the 
better. 
Tile faintest tremor of timid­ 
ity was a black mark against the most 
respondent knight as well as the low­ 
liest bowm an or halbardier, and the 
schooling for war w as an utter defi­ 
ance of the personal risk. 
This theory held, as many will re­ 
member, even till the period of the 
Boer war. when the British suffered 
so severely in officers because It was 
held cowardly for a commander to 
seek cover. 
Men. then as now, felt 
fear, for that is one of flesh s attri­ 
butes and, Indeed, is one of the most 
valuable of human possessions, since 
fear Is our protection from dangers 
and harm s innumerable, W e fear wild 
beasts 
to 
avoid 
them, 
snakes 
and 
spiders 
to 
increase 
our 
attention, 
storms and tem pests that we may pre­ 
pare m eans of escape from them. 
So It was only in battle that chiv­ 
alry insisted that man should be with­ 
out fear, or pretend to be. 
With the com ing of new warfare, 
however, all I tend* at on ce cam e to a 
more sane understanding and the old 
physical bravery bas given place to 
moral resolution. 
The man who now 
enters the hell of shell fire, of hurled 
flames and deadly gases, no longer 
attem pts to fool him self Into the be­ 
lief that lie is not afraid. 
He knows 
full 
well and only a stupid nature 
could avoid the know ledge that the 
human is at the mercy of forces a 
million times beyond his own ability 
to counter. 
The old knight might 
really believe he was able to unhorse 
all the enem ies that rode against loin 
and therefore might conceivably he 
without fear, hut how can a soldier 
feel 
that 
way 
when facing modern 
weapons of destruction? 
Therefor*. 
It 
is 
no longer a dis- 
grace to feel fear or to admit It; the 
only disgrace is to allow fear to pre­ 
vent one doing Ids duty. 
How much 
finer fiber is needed for this new de­ 
fiance I

actually going on tho tax duplicate, 
thus placing the burden on tangibles 
and real estate. 
R e a l estate now is 
standing sixty-five per cent of the 
total taxation, which is due to the 
fact that intangibles are in hiding 
and will remain so as long as the 
taxes on them are actually confis­ 
cating the income on them, and in 
many instances eating on the prin­ 
cipal.

If the tirst installment is not paid within Hie limit set by law, the tnxe-i 
for the entire yea J are then due and delinquent, and ten per cent. penalty 
is extended by the Auditor and charged to the Treasurer. The State is inter­ 
ested in this extension, and the Auditor and Treasurer arg both personally 
liable for any penalties that might be refunded. 
I nder 110 circumstances 
can the Treasurer jilter the duplicate, 
lie cannot make reductions iii 
taxes, and he cannot refund money after once paid in. 
All errors mu-t 
be ‘corrected by the Auditor. 
Assignees, Guardians, Administrators and others who pay taxes on 
property in triwt, and those whose taxes arc complicated, will save valu­ 
able time by rendering a statement o f the same to the Treasurer as early 
as convenient, in order to make tin* proper divisions and to correct com­ 
putation apportionment of taxes on such estates. 
Ditch Tax payments expire same itme and date as regular tax, and 
all unpaid Ditch Taxes are subject to the same penalty’ a s other taxes. 


No Receipts Will Be Made Out For Any Party Until Payment Is Tendered. 


As the Treasurer cannot know tile location of each person’s property, 
Taxpayers should designate the property on which they wish to pay. and 
see that all property is included in their receipts, 
If they have land in 
more than one township or corporation, or desire to pay taxes on lands or 
lots not in their name, call the Treasurer’s attention to the matter.

dential electors who are to be vot­ 
ed for, and the ballots east by wo­ 
men citizens shall I>< canvassed with 
other ballots for presidential elect­ 
ors. 
‘‘Prior to any presidential election, 
for which male voters are required 
to register, women citizens shall also 
register in the same place and m an­ 
ner as male voters, provision being 
made for women citizens to register 
separately by those whose duty it is 
to provide for registration of male 
voters.” 
The new amendment which Senator 
Beardsley wall introduce in the Sen­ 
ate as soon as bis original measure 
i" rejected 
will provide 
that the 
voters of the state must be citizens. 
This will entitle women to vote and 
will require foreigners to complete 
their naturalization and become full 
citizens before being granted right 
of suffrage. 
Mrs. Edwards said to­ 
day that ‘‘there is increasing senti­ 
ment in favor of both provisions as 
the m ajority of people feel the ne­ 
cessity of confining the vote to citi­ 
zens.”
